SUMMARY OF WORK AT 


STATE SCHOOL. 


THE 


The Commencement Exercises Showed 


What Was Done in a. Musical and 
Literary Way, But in No Sense 
dicated the Scope of Opportunities 
for Learning Offered to the Student 


A little summary of the work at the 


State School for the Blind for the year 
just ended will be of interest to people 
who pay their money cheerfully for the 
support' of state institutions, and yet 
who know but little of the results ac- 
complished.. The large and attentive 
audience that greeted the graduating 
class, had an opportunity to see some- 
thing of the proficiency attained in 
music and literary work, but this is only 
a. small part of the course of instruction 
that covers a period of from ten to 
twelve years. 


The Kindergarten for the past year 


has been in charge of Miss Mabel Fair- 
field, of Milwaukee. The class is pecu- 
liar in that it embraces all ages of chil- 
dren from six to fourteen years, but the 
.teacher has been equal io the task, and 
gratifying results are shown. 


The primary work has been success- 


fully carried on by Miss Helen Tuttle, 
of Baraboo, Miss Eliza A. Houghton, of 
Madison, and Miss Elizabeth M. Abbott, 
of Baraboo. The examinations reflect 
much credit to this department and 
speak well for the faithfulness of the 


i teachers employed. 


Miss Abbott also has direction of the 


physical work and her time is largely 
devoted to the gymnasium. The entire 
school share the benefits of these exer- 
cises, and during the past year scientific 
measurements, that .have been kept, 
show that physical development, as well 
as the correction of many incipient de- 
formities, has been satisfactorily secur- 
ed. The gymnasium does more to edu- 
cate the hands and .feet and quicken 
mental activity than any one depart- 
ment of the school, besides being a great 
health promotoi1, 


The High school has been under the | 


instruction of Miss F. H. Benson, of 
Wauwatosa, and Miss Alive B. Fellows, 
of Milwaukee. Miss Benson is an ex- 
perienced teacher in the work and her 
classes in general history, English litera- 
ture and economics show wonderful pro- 
gress. Miss Fellows' work in higher 
mathematics, physics, physiology and 
botany, is.also thorough and 
efficient. 


Miss Augusta Watson, who for more 
than thirty years has been connected 
with the school, has done excellent work 
as principal of the literary 
department, 


while keeping up her classes in geo- 
graphy and history. 


Mnvli Attention Given to Music 


Much attention has always been given 


to music. Mrs. J. H. Jones, for many 
years the musical director, has .accomp- 
lished much during the past year. Fifty 
five pupils have taken piano lessons 
throughout the year, twenty have been 
instructed in harmony, and a small class 
have been given lessons on the pipe 
organ. Miss Laura Engleson of Beloit, 
has long been an assistant piano teacher, 
and her ability is recognized and appre- 
ciated. The orchestra for the past year 
has been in charge of Herbert W. 
Adams, of Soldiers' Grove, a young man 
who graduated from the school 
three 


years ago. The orchestra speaks for 
itself. In addition to this work, Mr. 
Adams has given individual instruction 
to five violin pupils, two clarinet, one 
cornet, and one double bass. The vocal 
work of the school was never better than 
now, owing largely to the efficient and 
intelligent work of the teacher, Miss 
Jeanette M, Beckwith. The , school is 
divided into two choruses, one of chil- 
dren and one of young people. A daily 
drill for nine months has ' developed a 
volume of music rarely excelled in school 
work. 
Miss Beckwith has also instruct- 


ed ten pupils in individual voice culture 
throughout the year, and some are de- 
veloping rare talent. 


William F. Hursey, of Columbus, 


Ohio, has been the tuning teacher 
for 


the past two. years. 
Nine young men 


have comprised the class, and some of 
them are ready to start for themselves. 
Mr. Hursey combines the art of 
teach- 


ing well with the art of instructing the 
boys in business methods adapted to the 
blind. 


In the Work Department. 


In the work department forty-four 


pupils, mostly girls, have been taught to 
sew and knit. This busy room is in 
charge of Miss Eleanor Parks, of Eipon, 
a patient, faithful teacher. 
Miss Parks 


combines with her svork the duties of 
assistant matron, having charge of the 
little girls. Her suit of rooms with the 
dormitory of little white beds connect- 
ing, is the fairy land of the household. 


Mrs. Ellen Hanson, the oldest teacher 


in the house and whose life has been 
given to the work, has charge of the 
weaving room. 
Seven young men have 


been under her instruction this year. 
She is a faithful teacher and accomplishes 
much in results. In the same building 
Joseph^Preston, of Beloit, has long pre- 
sided as teacher in the boys' work shop.

much patience ond skill, are required. 
Seventeen boys have been under instruc- 


• tion this year.and all show advancement. 


Miss Augusta Hoffman has instructed 
twenty-two girls in cooking, and many 
of them can do excellent work.

writing has been taught by Miss Jennie 
Li. Kendall, the very efficient stenogra- 
pher and bookkeeper of the institution. 
A typewriting department under Miss 
Kendall's supervision will be added soon. 


Miss Elizabeth J. Curtis has long held 


the responsible .and trying position of 
matron. 
She combines with rare execu- 


tive abiliiy, the qualities of mind and 
.heart that -peculiarly adapt her to the 


work, and the lives of many blind peo- 
>le have been brightened and broadened 
jy her influence.

The atmosphere of : the house 
is 


wholesome and every effort is made to 
send the children" and young people 
home stronger in every way. The 
essays delivered by the class of 1899 
showed freedom of thought, untram- 
melled by political or religiom influ- 
ence and while some of the premises 
are not tenable, the responsibility is 
largely with the modern text book and 
the pernicious doctrines .that| have so 
largely found expression in our higher 
institutions of learning during the past 
few years. 


It is gratifying to the management of 


the institution . to know that the ad- 
ministration of affairs is heartily en- 
dorsed by the State Board of Control, 
President Lyon, in speaking for the 
board at the commencement exercises, 
having expressed his sentiments in a 
highly complimentary manner.

Some Big Results lu Its Use for Hy- 


draulic Mining. 


A little group of solid citizens were 


standing on Barohne street watching'a 
cleaning gang at work with the-hose! 


"That reminds me of old days in Cal- 


ifornia," said one of the party, as the 
•tream veered slightly and peeled off 
the corner of a pile of .dirt. "I never 
realized how much force could be de- 
veloped by a jet of water," he contin- 
ued, "until I tried hydraulic mining. 
•It was in .1870, up on. -the Sacramento 
river. .They had brought a stream 
down the.Sierra Nevada Mountains in 
a'big "flume" that ended in a length of 
wire-wrapped hose and a six-foot noz- 
zle with arms on the sides for a couple. 
of men to take hold of. They played 
the stream against a big bluff directly 
opposite, and it bored out the solid,' 
.packed foundation like living fire eat- 
ing into tinder. For a dozen feet from, 
the nozzle : the nvater seemed like, a 
hard blue bar, and there was some- 
thing so strange and murderous-look- 
ing, in the way It drove straight out 
-that it made my \ flesh creep to watch 
it. Several laborers had b»eri accident- 
. ally struck by the stream .and in each 
case the man was killed as suddenly as 
if hit by a cannon ball. I remember 
on ono occasion some, rival claimants 
came down from Shasta and took pos- 
session of a cabin not far from the end 
of the^flume-line. -Our boss, who was 
a big Irishman named Murphy, told us 
to turn the stream on the place, and as 
we were all spoiling for a row, we lost 
no time ki obeying. I never saw such 
demolition in my life. 
The shanty 


flew seven ways, and one of the fellows 
inside was pitched bodily, through the 
air and landed into the river. The dis- 
tance was so great that nobody was 
killed, but all were badly hurt, and 
after that our gang was.known as Mur- 
phy's Light Artillery. Mark Twain 
drew a very vivid picture of hydraulic 
mining in 'Roughing It,' and from per- 
sonal experience I 'can assure you lie 
•hasn't embroidered the. facts in' .the 
least."—(New Orleans Times-Democrat.
